2. BECAUSE OF INCREASED WORKLOAD FOR POSTS' VEHICLES AND 
INSPECTOR'S NEGATIVE REACTION TO CONTINUATION OF PREVIOUS 
ARRANGEMENT, EMBASSY FEELS IT MUST TERMINATE ITS OFFICIAL 
SCHOOL-BUS SERVICE.
